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Continuation of 2. NOTE: the new issues are the deletion of "without a net" and the addition of "a separate net lying against a side of the 
foil..." in claim 1. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although applicant appears to argue that the net is 
not needed, an embodiment or example of the product "without a net" is not disclosed in the specification. Applicant argues that the 
proposed additional limitations to claim 1 would not raise new issues. However, the additional limiatations and deletion of "without a net" 
would certainly raise new issues by changing the scope of the claims since 2-14 and 25 did not previously require a "separate net". 
Regarding applicant's arguments to the refernces, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be 
bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one 
or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill 
in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to 
combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of 
the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 
1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
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
